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T is an unhappy, but not 
irreparable, twist of his- 


th African Jewry is, 
man for man, probably the 
most generous and Israel- 
oriented Jewish commupn- 
ity in the world. Yet apart- 
heid has consistently 
troubled the history of this 
fri . Israel has at 
every opportunity made it 
clear to the South African 
Republic that the anguish 
of racial discrimination is 
lodged deep in the very 
flesh and bone of Jewish 
national existence, and that 
it cannot remain indiffer- 
ent to the practice of such 
discrimination anywhere 
in the World. Whatever 
the admitted political in- 
terests involved, Israel 
would do its own conscience 
and its status among the 
nations a poor service by 
keeping silent at this junc- 
ture, 

At the present session of 
the U.N. General Assem- 
bly this moral position has 
had to be weighed with 
Israel's political interests 
and attachments. As a new 
nation identified in impor- 
tant ways with thé aspira- 
tions of other emerging 
states in Africa and Asia, 
Israel feels not only moral- 
ly obliged but also politi- 
cally justified in joining 
these nations in their con- 
demnation of apartheid. 

It would be unfortunate. 
however, if this were in- 
terpreted in South Africa 
as a genera! disavowal of 
a long-standing friendship. 
Israel is convinced that 
oniv by a radica] change 
in its internal policies can 
South Africa end its con- 
tinued alienation from the 
family of nations. and 
forestall a major domestic 
crisis. 

This concern to honour 

Repubiic and 
aiso with friends in Africa 
and Asia was reflected in 
Israels joining the censure 
motion of Foreign Minister 
Louw'’s speech several 
weeks ago, and in Israel's 
vote at the Special Politi- 
cal Committee on Monday. 

One committee resolu- 
tion proposed that the 
General Assembly vote to 
impose diplomatic and 
economic sanctions against 
the Republic and request 
the Security Council to 
discuss the possibility of 
ousting South Africa from 
the U.N. . Israel abstained 
from this resolution for 
two reasons. Firstly, be- 
cause it is felt. that the 
U.N. should not become a 
“club” somposed of mem- 
bers sharing a single point 
of view, and excluding 
those who differ. Second- 
ly, Israel believes that 
such exclusion would be 
harmful to the interests of 
both the white and the 
African population of 
South Africa, for it would 
make even more difficult 
all attempts to persuade 
the South African Gov- 
ernment to change its po- 
licy in this respect. Only 
by maintaining formal 
and informal cofitact with- 
in the framework of the 
U.N. can the nations hope 
to influence events in the 
Republic. ‘ 


As a result of these 
considerations Israe] sup- 
ported the draft proposal 
of India which urges “se- 
parate and collective ac- 
tion” against the Republic 
with a call to South Af- 
rica by the Assembly to 
amend its epartheid policy.

In most Western countries 
the position is reversed and 
the commercial vehicles are 
taxed highest whilst the 
private car owner pays a 
small tax. 

The proper name for this 
new impost would be a tax 
on taxes. A car at cost is 
approximately I13,500. and 
only the addition of pur- 
chase and customs taxes. 
approximately I1L4.000. brings 
its value up to IL9.500 
and you pay the property 
tax on the full ILS.500.
